One of the most important rulings 
yet made on the neAV 
Indiana mar­ 
riage laws was that made Thursday 
morning by Judge Will Sparks when 
he gave a decision to the effect that 
Forrest Manley and his wife who was 
Miss Vera 
Lemasters, 
under 
1C 
years of age, were not legally hus­ 
band and wife in Indiana and he an- 
nullc d the marriage. 
At the death of a 
relative Mrs. 
Manley was bequeathed a sum of 
money and some real 
estate. 
The 
young lady was an 
elocutionist of 
rare ability. 
She was married to Forrest Man­ 
ley of Bartholomew county April 1, 
in Louisville, Ky., his parents and 1; * 
parents having both given their con­ 
sent. 
When they returned to Indiana and 
took up their residence in Bartholo­ 
mew county, the girl demanded a set­ 
tlement from her guardian of the es­ 
tate due her. 
This settlement was refused when 
the girl and her 
husband 
brought 
suit. 
Guardian Wilbur Stafford en­ 
gaged attorneys, the arguments were 
heard and Judge Sparks Thursday 
morning decided that the pialntiff in 
the case brought suit under the wrong 
name; 
that she 
was 
married in 
Kentucky »and at the time knew she 
I was to return to Indiana with Manley 
to live as husband and wife, contrary 
to the marriage statutes of Indiana; 
that she even fixed up their home for 
that purpose and that the marriage 
laws of Indiana state that a girl un­ 
der the age of 16 can not be legally 
married. 
For this reason the mar 
riage has been annulled.

After three months at Malta of tes­ 
tify ing of the Lord .lesu s, the resu lt of 
which eternity will d eclare, they pro­ 
ceed ed toward Rome, tarry ing three 
d ay s at Sy racu se, in Sicily , one d ay at 
Rhegiu m, in the ex treme sou th of 
Italy , and sev en d ay s at Pu teoli, where 
they fou nd believ ers. 
The brethren 
at Rome, hav ing heard of Pau l’s ar­ 
riv al at Pu teoli, came ou t to meet him 
as far as Appii foru m and the three 
tav erns, thu s encou raging him and 
cau sing thanksgiv ing to God . 
Then 
they retu rned 
with him to Rome. 
There is a su ggestion here of the way 
it will be at the coming of the Lord . 
W hen He comes to the air on His 
way back to earth the saints shall all 
meet him in the air and later be man­ 
ifested with Him in glory , when He 
shall come to the same Oliv et from 
which He ascend ed (I Thess. iv . 10-18; 
Col. iii, 4 ; Zech. x iv , 4 ). 
Arriv ing at j 
Rome, the other prisoners were d e­ 
liv ered to the captain of the gu ard , 
bu t Pau l was permitted to d well by 
himself with a sold ier who kept him. 
For two whole y ears he d welt in his 
own hired hou se and receiv ed all that 
came to him, preaching the kingd om 
of God and teaching the things which 
concern the <Lord Jesu s Christ with 
the most perfect freed om (16, 30, 31). 
We shall m ed itate more fu lly on this I 
d elightfu l occu pation presently . After ; 
three d ay s in Rome Pau l called the j 
chief of the Jews together that he j 
might state his case to them, which ! 
he briefly d id in facts with which we I 
are alread y familiar, and he ad d ed , 
j 
“For the hope of Israel 1 am bou nd ‘ 
with this chain” (20). 
In Joel iii, 16, we read that in the 
j 
time of trou ble the Lord will be the | 
hope of Ilis people and the strength 
j 
of the child ren of Israel. 
In I Tim. 1 
i, 1, Pau l say s that he is an apostle 
of Jesu s Christ by the command ment 
of God ou r Sav iou r and Lord Jesu s ! 
Christ ou r hope, bu t in the New Tes- 
j 
tam ent I think we are safe in say ing 
\ 
that “hope” alway s refers to the com- j 
lng of Christ for His saints, as in 
j 
Tit. ii, 13; Ileb. v i, 18-20; Rom. v iii, 
23-25 . 
The hope of Israel wou ld then i 
be the coming of Christ as Israel’s 
Messiah to make of them a righteou s 
nation and bless all nations throu gh 
them. This implies Jesu s, as the seed 
of Dav id , risen from the d ead , and 
also the resu rrection of the saints ac­ 
cord ing to Dan. x ii, 1, 2. 
When Pau l I 
stated his case before these Jew s of j 
Romo they said that they had not 
j 
heard of his trou bles in Jeru salem, nor 1 
had any one spoken any harm of him, I 
bu t they wou ld like to hear what he j 
had to say abou t this sect. which they ! 
knew was ev ery where spoken against 
\ 
(22). 
It was foretold that it wou ld be I 
so (Ps. cx v iii, 22; Isa. v iii, 14 , 15 ; liii, 
1-3; Lu ke ii, 34 ), and to this d ay it is I 
so, for ou r Lord is still rejected and 
by the world d isowned , bu t the strange | 
thing is that, ev en among those who ; 
accept the Lord Jesu s Christ as their 
j 
Sav iou r and ex pect to spend eternity 
with Him and are with more or less 
j 
zeal seeking to serv e Him now, there ! 
is su ch antipathy to any thing concern- 
j 
ing His second coming or the fu tu re of 
Israel as a righteou s nation to bring 
blessing to all nations. 
It may tru ly be said that as the 
tope of His chu rch or the hope of 
Israel He is still spoken against by 
those who, like these Jews, profess to 
honor Ills word . Well, they appointed 
him a d ay and came to his lod ging, 
and from morning till ev ening he ex ­ 
pou nd ed and testified the kingd om 
of God , persu ad ing them concerning 
Jesu s both ou t of the law of Moses 
and ou t of the prophets (23). 
For two 
y ears he continu ed to d o this with all 
who canje to him. 
He had bu t one 
topic—the Lord Jesu s Christ and His 
kingd om. 
He had bu t one book—the 
Scriptu res. 
If the Scriptu res are not 
wholly and absolu tely reliable, then 
preachers are simply lectu rers, talk­ 
ing ou t of their own hearts their own 
messages, which are all v ain word s, 
for. apart from the word of God , which 
is forev er settled in heav en (Ps. cx ix , 
80), we hav e no rev elation of the will 
of God and the pu rpose of God ; bu t, 
thank God , there are many left who, 
like Pau l, believ e God that all things 
shall be ju st as He has told u s and 
who, like ou r blessed Lord , find in all 
the Scriptu res, the law, the prophets 
and the Psalms, the things concerning 
Himself (Lu ke x x iv , 27 , 4 4 ). 
The 
teacher of the Bible shou ld be able 
to begin at Moses and from all the 
book point ou t the pred ictions concern­ 
ing the su fferings of Christ and the 
glory that shall follow as they are set 
forth in shad ow and sy mbol and in 
plain statem ents. 
Gen. iii, 15, has 
both in one v erse; Gen. ill, 21, is fu ll 
of the su fferings and the benefit to u s; 
Gen. iii, 24 , talks of the resu rrection 
and the glory . 
The story of Abel tells u s in ty pe of 
su ffering and of the blood that speak- 
eth better things than that of Abel.
